Reynolds,Kand Zack Boughn, a member 
in good standing, aa chief manager*. The 
bills which were put up about tbe city 
promised that the excursion would be 
one of great pleasure, and that no pain* 
would be spared to make it a succcas; »u- 
ihorucd uolices !p the papers alto elated 
that tue party would be given a pleatant 


to 100, and even as high as 300 people, all 
in bathing at once, (for we have three dif- 
ferent places of bathing within half a 
mile ) And it is a funny sight to see the 
minister and dignified professor lay aside 
tbeir stately robes, don the Bloomer cos- 
tume, and plunge into tbe water with all 
the ardor of a school boy 
It is »u funny 


to watch the breakers, 10 to 15 feet high, 
throw them all in one heap on shore, re- 
gardless of age, title or color 
Many are 


very much beuefilted. Mr. Haworth is 
in better health than he bas enjoyed for a 
year or two, owing to sea bathing. This 
is a beautiful village, nearly a mile long, 
with collages and tents, all buill wilh 
fancy porches, decorated m the Swiss 
style,»wnh flowers m some ot the yards, 
and many hanging shells, boxes, etc., 
filled with'flower?, making it very attrac- 
tive. The ground tor this is all jjade, as 
they will not grow in the native soil, 
which is sand 
Between ibis and Asbury 


Park is a beoiuliful hule 1 ike, called Wes- 
ley Lake, on Ihe surface of wuich limy be 
seen gaily decorated little boats, 400 pri- 
vate and 200 public 
Both sides of the 


lake, for three-quarters of a mile, are lin- 
ed with picturesque cottages 


We visited Long Brunch, which is a 


very fashionable place, and Uas several 
splendid holels. West End hotel is one 
block long and four stories high. All the 
cottages have beautiful lawas and flower 
gardens, and even some of the slables are 
covered with flowers Gen. Grsnt bas a 
cottage here. Then they have an iron 
pier, extending, I should say, near 400 
feet out, where boats leave twice a day 
for New York 
This was built at a cost 


of $140,000, and has iv cover and seals all 
the way out, making a beautiful pavilion. 
And last, but not lean, we visited Hoey's 
Garden, which includes 00 acres of the 
most beautifully laid out grounds, serpen- 
tine walks, foliage beds, and statuary 
From three lo ten feet high, and all the 
South American plants in one hot house, 
which alone is worth an 
afternoon's 


sludy. One curiosity was a banana tree 
in bloom, and fruit on it at the same time. 
Besides this there are at least half a doz- 
en other hot houses, one exclusively for 
roses 


At Ocean Grove there are, religious 


meetings of some kind all tbe time 
The 


missionary meetings are very Interesting, 
one speaker being a native of Hindoostan. 
The Women's Temperance Union have 
one very interesting speaker especially, a 
Mrs Eilcn S Foster, of Iowa, who is a 
practicing lawyer, and was listened to by 
a very appreciative audience, which by 
the way, was quite a compliment, as the 
eastern people are not as far advanced ID 
this work as our weslern folks. 
I also 


attended a Sunday School of 2900 chil- 
dren and adulls, and tbe singing was very 
good. There are three places of worship 
The Auditorium, with pulpit, seats and 
lighls, all under cover, will accommodate 
four thousand people. Then tbe Taber- 
nacle, an enclosed building, seating at 
least 1300, and the Temple, whichris fill- 
ed every Sunday with the infant class. 
At the surf meelini?—preaching on sea 
shore at six o'clock every Sunday after- 
noon—there were 25,000 present to-day. 
The camp meeting commences on next 
Tuesday, and then we shall bave lo be 
"very good "

boat ride on the lake. The train wa* ad- 
vertised to leave the union depot on the 
Peoria, Decalur & Evansville railway at 
7:15 a. in. yesterday, but there were only 
two passenger coaches and a smoking cat 
on ihe track at the time ttaled, and lbe*e 
cars were compleiely fliled by a perspir- 
ing, iinpaiienl crowd of men, women and 
children. By aud by another coach, fur- 
nltbed by t'be Wabaah company, wa» 
h'tcbed on behind, which WM almo*l fill- 
ed with excuriiomits, and Ihe long-de- 
layed train pulled out,.for Peoria at 0:80 
o'clock, being Iwo hour* and 13 minutes 
behind time on the start. It was ihe reg- 
ular train, and at Bearsdale, Warrens- 
burs;, Latham, Mt. Polaskl and Lincoln, 
and even olher town* along tbe route, 
greal crowds of excursionists lined the 
platforms, and most ofjthem got on—how 
nobody seemed to know—filling Ibe al-

The excnr*lonl*U 
barely exisled whUe in Peoria and long 
before seven o'clock the time fixed for the 
train to start home, mottof the parly 
were at the depot looking for ihe coaches 
in order lo gel seats and Ihu* avoid ihe 
rush which they knew would certainly 
come. But the train had been bidden 
behind a building three blocks from the 
depot, and could not be found, borne of 
ibe more determined of Ihe party tramped 
through tbe yard, among tbe movmg,cars 
and finally founds Ibe train.
